If you have a cool, damp, shaded place in your 
garden—perhaps on the north side of a building or 
under a large tree—where most plants refuse to 
grow, consider Tuberous Begonias.

Some of them are household words, while a few 
may be unfamiliar to you. 


‘“Perennial’”’ is perhaps too strong a word for 
this class of plant, for they do not last indefinitely 
in a garden. But they do come up year after year 
by themselves, grow and bloom in their season— 
some with almost no assistance from the gar- 
dener—and then die down for another winter’s 
rest. Eventually, like all living things, they will 
need food and a little care. Lifting, dividing and 
resetting the plants every few years is good gar- 
den practice in most cases.

King of the perennial border is the Delphinium. This 
really majestic plant is the envy of the neighborhood, 
standing high above its companions and boasting a wealth 
of royal blue and purple tones. Spikes of bloom are a sight 
to behold. Their ‘country cousin” is the annual larkspur. 

Naturally, Delphiniums should be planted at the rear 
of lower-growing plants. They need rich, well-drained 
soil and either full sun or only light shade. Set the plants 
at least 114 to 2 feet apart to allow good air circulation, 
and give them water in very dry spells. Staking is needed 
for the highest ones, to avoid wind damage. 

Hybridizers have produced a number of excellent im- 
proved strains of Delphinium, of which we offer three:
